Taxes

o This means that you may see a difference of up to 10 cents on
these taxes with your new pay check. This amount is balanced
each pay period by looking at your full calendar year income,
which ensures that your W-2 is accurate for your end of year
filing.

Tax Withholding Changes: If you are currently paid for more than one
position, you may see a difference in your Federal and State tax
withholdings as each check is calculated individually based on your W-4
withholding allowances.

o This means that you may see a decrease in your overall taxes
withheld each pay period.

o You may update your withholdings to change what iswithheld
if needed, but it is not required.

o This may resultin less taxes being withheld throughout the year.
*Important: For tax year 2019, OASDI is taxable up to limit of $132,900.
For tax year 2019, Fed MED/EE, for income under $200,000, the tax rate
is .0145 and for income above $200,000, the tax rate is 2.35%.
